Practically the Entire River 
Country in the Brownsville 
Section to Be Under Mili- 
tary Rule. 


UPRISING ON BORDER 
PLOTTED BY MEXICANS 


Federal and Texas Officials 
Have Evidence of Wide- 
spread Conspiracy to Over- 
throw American Authority 
on Border. 


Brownsville, Texas, September 7.—It 
was announced here tonight that Major 
General Frederick Funston of the 
southern department will issue orders 
Placing practically the entire Ric 
Grande river country in the Browns- 
ville section under military control. 

General Funston will put the region 
in the hands of the army alone. It is 
understood the army will devote its 
forces primarily to guarding the bor- 
der, leaving the policing work in the 
interior, except when special troops are 
needed, to state and county officers. 

The purpose of the order, it was 
stated, was to minimize the danger to 
international relations from a continu- 
ation of fighting across’ the Rio 
Grande, such as occurred several times 
last week. 

In a statement issued yesterday Gen- 
eral E. P. Nafarrete, Carranza com- 
mander at Matamoros, charged that in 
several instances his troops were at- 
tacked by armed forces on the Ameri- 
can side of the Rio Grande. ; 

Widespread Conspiracy. 

Evidence of a widespread cons~ 
among Mexicans on both “sides of the 
Rio Grande to overthrow American au- 
thority along the Texas-Mexican boun- 
dary was discovered today by state 
and federal authorities investigating 
the recent border outbreak. One cir- 
cular, dated October 1, 1914, which was 
said to have been widely distributed 
in Texas as well as in Mexico, appeal- 
ed to Mexicans to “rise in favor of 
Carranza and independence, because at 
the rate we are going, we soon will 
be slaves of the Americans.” 

Money and Offices Promised. 

The circular promised those answer- 
ing the call “money and offices, pro- 
vided they still live at the end of the 
battles.” 

The names of the Mexicans who 
signed the call were not made public. 

Letters from points in Lower Cali- 
fornia, indicating that plans for upris- 
ing along the border were in process of 
formation for more than a year, also 
were found’ today. Buttons inclosed in 
the letkers were inscribed “Land and 
Liberty.” 

The situation along the border today 
quiet... All important towns and 
railroad bridges now are under guard 
of United States troops. 

Report was made to 
thorities tonight that two alleged 
bandit leaders, Aniceto Pizano and 
Luis de La Rosa, were in Matamoros. 
General Nafarrate, Carranza com- 
mander at Matamoros, has been asked 
to arrest the men and turn them over 
to Texas officers. 

Texans and Mexicans Fight. 

Deputy sheriffs and Mexicans fought 
across the Rio Grande for a few min- 
utes Inte yesterday near Mission, Tex- 
as. Some of the Mexicans are believed 
to have been hit. 

A. Y. Baker, sheriff of Hidalgo coun- 
ty, with some of his deputies, was 
watching a suspected point on the Mex- 
ican side. While his men were under 
cover, Baker stepped out upon the 
sand flat, drawing the immediate fire 
from the bushes on the Mexican bank 
a little more than a hundred yards 
away. The sheriff threw himself back 
into bushes and the Mexicans scemed 
to think he was hit. 

After he seemed to fall, the men on 
the opposite bank jumped up shouting 
excitedly. Thereupon RBaker’s men 
opened fire. They reported some of 
the Mexicans were shct. 

CARRANZA TAKES 
PIEDRAS NEGRAS. 


Eagle Pass, Texas, September 7. 
Twelve hundred Carranza troops under 
General Benjamin Garza _ occupied 
Piedras Negras, the Mexican town op- 
posite here, today. Villa forces evacu- 
ated the place and fled to surrounding 
hills. 

The withdraw'al of the Villa troops 
and entry of the Carranza forces was 
orderly and only a few of the residents 
crossed to the Texas side of the border. 
Piedras Negras has changed hands five 
time within two years, each time with- 
ont a fight. ‘ 

Thirty wounded Villa soldiers were 
brought to Eagle Pass last night. They 
probably will be sent to the internment 
camp at EF Paso. 

MANY MEXICANS 
SURRENDER ARMS. 

San Benito, Texas, September 7.—Be- 
tween eighty and one hundred Mexi- 
eans residing near here today volun- 
tarily surrendered all their rifles and 
ammunition to Samuel Robertson, 
president of the San Benito and Rio 
Grande Valley railroad. The guns 
were placed in the vault of a local 
bank. 

At a-~mass meeting tonight, attended 
by more than 200 Mexican residents, 
Robertson was applauded when he 
urged the Mexicans to co-operate with 
American authorities in putiing down 
outlawry. 

A proclamation was issued by the 
mayor of San Benito tonight appoint- 
ing every man in the town between 21 
and 60 years of age a special police- 
man. Each man was ordered to regis- 
ter withthe city clerk the number of 
arms and amount of ammunition in 
his possession.

New Rooms and Alterations 

Will Care for 1,000 Pros- 
pective New Pupils—The 
Teachers Hold Meeting. 


No congestion is anticipated in the 
public schools this fall because of the 
added seating accommodations which 
have been arranged during the summer, 
according to Superintendent L. M. Lan- 
drum. At meetings of the teachers of 
the entire school system yesterday it 
was thought that the normal increase 
of nearly 1,000 pupils would be handled 
easily. 

Sixty-two rooms have been obtained, 
largely through additions to several of 
the school buildings. As now arranged 
the high school will receive 27 of these 
rooms, 25 are accessible to the white 
Zrammar schools and 10 to the negro 
schools. Since each room has an av- 
erage seating capacity of 35 pupils, any 
normal increase in attendance can eas- 

» taken care of. 

white teachers of the high 
schools and grammar schools assembled 
Tuesday in the Girls’ High school for 
the usual discussion of 
problems of the year. negro teach- 
ers were called togcther in the Houston 
Street scheol.

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TOU MUCH GOLD 
SENT BY BRITAIN 


Bankers Fear Effect of Del- 
uge of the Yellow Metal. 
Want Britain to Keep Gold 
and Borrow in New York. 


New York, September 7.—Gold and 
securities said to exceed $80,000,000 in 
value, the third and largest shipment 
from England to New York within a 
month, arrived here tonight from Hali- 
fax, where it had been brought by a 
British cruiser. Guarded by forty 
armed men, the special train carrying 
the treasure left Halifax yesterday 
and crossed the border laste last night. 

The shipment is consigned to J. P. 
Morgan & Co., finkncial agents of the 
British government in this country. 
Its total value exceeds by $30,000,000 
either of the previous shipments. 

And the Slump Continues. 

In the face of many apparent reasons 
for assuming a stronger tone, foreign 
exchange weakened today, sterling de- 
clining 4 cents from Saturday’s close 
at $4.68. Large offerings were said to 
have caused the drop. 

The markét apparently had discount- 
ed the latest gold importation from 
England. Even word that the ship- 
ment was almost twice as large as ex- 
pected failed to check the slump. An- 
other cause for strength which was 
responded to only by weakness was 
the belief that a remedy was near at 
hand. Only a few days, at most, will 
elapse before arrival here of the Anglo- 
French commission. 

Although no one in authority was 
willing to father the Statement, it was 
Known that local bankers would -look 
with disapproval upon steady ship- 
ments here from England of gold in 
large quantities. 

Bankers would much prefer to lend 
their foreign customers the money to 
pay for their purchases, securing the 
loan by prime American collateral. 
What Great Britain wants to do in 
this respect may be exactly the re- 
verse of this, so far as local financiers 
profess to know. 

London Ignorant of Situation. 

Largely because of the activities of 
the British censor, it was said tonight, 
the Anglo-French commission will reach 
New York almost in ignorance of the 
Situation here. Because of the cen- 
sorship local bankers have found it 
next to impossible to advise financiers 
abroad of the plight of foreign moneys 
here. 

“The commission probably will come 
to New York without any program,” .a 
leading banker said tonight. “They 
can hardly have a program because 
they don’t know what is happening or 
has happened here. They will have 
to study the situation, analyze it, con- 
sider what is needed, and then sit 
down and form a program. For this 
reason, it would be highly improbable 
to assume that they are coming here 
prepared to de certain things which 
they had agreed on in advance.” 

One thing which London bankers 
apparently have not learned is that the 
United States does not want their gold. 
This will be one of the first things, 
it was said, with which the commis- 
sioners will be made acquainted when 
they reach New York. When that 
will be is problematical, the cersor 
having held up all news as to their 
departure except that they actually 
have left, but it was generally thought 
tonight that they were not more than 
forty-eight hours away. 

Mountain of Gold Not Wanted. 

Bringing this mountain of gold to 
New York at a time when the norma! 
demands of business are lower than 
usual, and when the vaults are already 
choking with gold, may, it is feared, 
accelerate the tendency toward infla- 
tion and speculation. Already, accorde 
ing to the weekly statement of the 
federal reserve boara as of September 
3, the gold reserve in national banks 
has reached the total of $268,000,000. 

This mass of treasure, it was pointed 
out, cannot remain idle. Seasonal de- 
mands, such as the increased demand 
for money in the dry goods trade and 
the movement of the great corn and 
wheat crops, will decrease the sum, but 
will still leave, it is believed, a huge 
amount which must be put to work in 
other ways. 

A strong temptation, !t was feared, 
would thus be presented to employ the 
big remaining surplus in speculative 
enterprise which would tend toward 
bringing about a period of inflation 
and fictitious values whose collapse 
would have an unhealthy effect upon 
business in general. 

Huge Purchases by Britain. 

An index of Great Britain’s huge 
volume of purchases in this country 
was afforded by this shipment of gold 
and securities, and, the two preceding 
shipments which aggregate approxi- 
mately $180,000,000. This sum has 
reached America since August 2 In 
round figures $100,000,000 of the amount 
has been in gold coin. 

In normal times of peace interna- 
tional business is generally maintained 
on a basis of 6 to 10 per gent. That is, 
a foreign credit of, say $100,000,900, 
could be carried, without disarranging 
the exchange rate on a cash basis of 
$6,000,000 to $10,000,000 on hand here. 
Some authorities say that the war- 
time basis is per cent. 

Should such be the case, Great Brit- 
ain’s three shipments of the past five 
weeks, aggregating $180,000,000, would 
indicate, should the exchange rate re- 
main near normal, that she had bought 
goods to the value of $720,000,000 in 
America. This is believed to be below 
the minimum; the exchange rate is at 
present 21 cents under normal. Other 
factors, entering into the. situation, 
lead to the belief that England’s bill 
to America is in the neighborhood of 
a billion dollars.

RUSSIANS ON OFFENSIVE 
AT POINTS ON LONG FRONT 


And Nearly Everywhere the 
Austro-German Advance 
Seems to Have Been Stop- 
ped—For Thirteenth Con- 
secutive Day Allies Bom- 
bard Germans in West. 


London, September 7.—The news that 
Emperor Nicholas had placed himself 
at the head of his army, which he an- 
nounced telegram to Raymond 
Poincare, president of France, and the 
Visit paid the French commander- 
in-chief, General Joffre, to the Itallan 
army, foreshadow, it is believed in mil- 
itary circles here, stirring events in 
which the armies of all the allies will 
co-operate. 

It declared the 
are nearly, if not quite, holding their 
own against the Austrians and Ger- 
mans, whose advance at most points 
has been stopped. In places the Rus- 
sians are on the offensive. 


RIGA REMANS 
DANGER POINT. 


Riga remains the danger point, but 
the fact that the Russians continue to 
occupy the town after the Germans 
have advanced to Dvina, southeast of 
Riga, leads military writers to con- 
clude that the Russians feel reasonably 
sure of their ability to defend the river 
and in time to push sufficiently far 
westward to relieve the pressure on 
their forces on the shores of the Gulf 
of Riga. 

Westward of Dvinsk and Vilna the 
Russian offensive has held the Ger- 
mans for more than a week, and to the 
military observers those two. towns 
seem fairly safe unless* the invaders 
ean bring up strong reinforcements. 
Sast and southeast of Grodno the Rus- 
sians have taken up new positions 
across the river St. Chara and its trib- 
utaries and are protecting the network 
of railways which run eastward and 
northward to the interior. 


GREAT BATTLES 
IN PROGRESS. 


To the southeast again, among the 
forests and swamps on the northeast- 
ern edge of the Pripet marshes, a great 
battle is in progress ‘between the army 
of Prince Leopold of Bavaria and the 
troops of the Russian center. Amid 
the marshes German Field Marshal 
Mackensen is working hard for a de- 
cisive result. He reports that he has 
taken two Russian positions. 

Still another battle 
for the triangle of fortifications far- 
ther south, 6f which Rovno and Dubno 
remain in the hands of the Russians. 

The Austrians and Russians face 
each other across the Sereth river in 
Galicia, where the fighting continues. 
The stands which the Russians are 
making suggest that their supply of 
munitions is ample. <A Petrograd cor- 
respondent says the ammunition short- 
age of the Russians has been corrected 
and that while the production is slow 
it is incessant and growing in activity 
and method.

PANIC IN PETROGRAD, 


GERMANS ASSERT. 


Berlin, September 7.—(By Wireless 
to Bayville, N. Y.)—The Overseas News 
Agency says that a panic was caused 
in Petrograd yesterday by rumors that 
the Russian Baltic port of Riga had 
been captured. * 
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The Lokal Anzeiger publishes private 
telegrams from Stockholm, says the 
news agency, “stating that the Russian 
capital was thrown into confusion by 
reports that the positions on the Dvina 
line had been captured, that Russian 
armies had been destroyed, that Riga 
had been taken, and that the German 
advance upon the capital would be no 
longer hampered. Immense crowds 
gathered in front of the newspaper of- 
fices. There was great excitement and 
many arrests were made. 

“Toward evening the newspapers pub- 
lished extra editions containing offi- 
cial denials of these rumors and say- 
ing that the Russian defensive posi- 
tions were still intact. However, the 
spread of panic at the capital and re- 
ports of Emperor Nicholas’ trip to the 
front are only a pretense to veil the 
removal of the emperor’s residence to 
the interior.” 


BOMBARDMENT

Paris, September 7.—Tonight’s war 
office statement reads: 

“Our artillery in the region of Nieu- 
port has co-operated in the bombard- 
ment of German coast batteries at 
Westende by the British fleet.

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In Message to President 

Poincare, Emperor Nicho- 
las Announces He Has 
Placed Himself at Head of 
His Forces. | 


Paris, September 7.—In a message to 
President Poincare Emperor Nicholas 
announces that he has placed himself 
in command of all Rugsian armies. 

The message was sent from Tsar- 
skeye-Selo, the emperor's residence, 
near Petrograd, under date of Septem- 
ber 6. It follows: 

“In placing myself today at the head 
of my valiant armies, I have in my 
heart, Monsieur President, the most 
sincere wishes for the greatness of 
France, and the victory of her glorious 
army. NIOHOLAS.” 

President Poincare sent the follow- 
ing response today: 

“I know that your majesty, in taking 
command of your teroic armies, in- 
tends to continue energetically, until 
final victory, the war which has been 
imposed upon the allied nations. I ad- 
dress to your majestry in the name of 
France my most cordial wishes. 

“RAYMOND POINCARE.” 


Since the outbreak of the war Grand 
Duke Nicholas, cousin of Emperor Nich- 
olas, has been in command of the Rus- 
sian armies. In this capacity he has 
achieved fame and military critics have 
rated him as one of the ablest generals 
of the warring nations. Although the 
grand duke’s armies have suffered a 
long eeries of reverses since the be- 
ginning of the great Austro-German 
offensive movement in May, their lead- 
er has been credited with conspicuous 
strategic successes during this period. 

The grand duke’s main accomplish- 
ments were the extrication of the bulk 
of his forces from the Austro-German 
enveloping movements in Galicia, and 
later in Ruesian Poland when he again 
drew out his armies, this time from 
the dangerous Warsaw gsalient. 

The message of Emperor Nicholas to 
President Poincare does not make it 
clear whether Grand Duke Nicholas has 
been superseded by the emperor. 

During the last few weeks there 
has been severe criticism of the con- 
duct of the war by the Russian author- 
ities, but cable dispatches have shown 
no criticism of the grand duke. 


BRITISH FOREIGN TRADE 
RAPIDLY RECOVERING 


London, September 7.—The board of 
trade figures for August diclose an 
unusual recovery of foreign trade. Im- 
ports increased £27,154,000 ($135,770,- 
000). Exports increased £8,227,000. 

he rincipal increases in imports 
were £11,000,000 in food, £6,000,000 in 
raw materials and £9,000,000 in manu- 
factured articles. The chief gains in 
exports were in manufactured articles. 

ompared with the last correspend- 
ing month before the war-—August, 
1913—imports increased £13,000,000, but 
exports decreased 211,000,000,

“German aviators yesterday and this 
morning flew over Gerardmer, in the 
Vosges, near St. ie, and threw down 
bombs. The first attack was without 
effect, the second resulted in the kill- 
ing of two persons.” 


GERMANS SHELL 
BELGIAN FRONT. 


Havre, France, September 7.—The 
following statement on Belgian army 
operations, under the date of Septem- 
ber 6, has been issued by the Belgian 
military authorities: 

“The night was a quiet one, This 
morning there was a very violent bom- 
bardment of our positions in the vicin- 
ity of Dixmude. An unimportant at- 
tack by infantry on the Yser canal was 
repulsed. In the afternoon an artillery 
action occurred, which was particularly 
lively north of Dixmude.” 


ALLIES FAIL,

Constantinople, September 7,—(Via 
London.)—The following official state- 
ment was issued tonight at the Turkish 
war office:

It was not denied, however, 
that Austria-Hungary’s representa- 
tives, while they had no desire to in- 
i American interests, would not hes- 
tate to handicap in any way possible 
the efforts of their enémies to obtain 
munitions,

Chicago, September 7.—Officials of 
the Friends of Peace met here today 
and discussed plans for a nation-wide 
organization “for political and other 
action.” 

The contemplated organization, de- 
scribed by its founders as “for politi- 
cal action, but not a political party,’ 
will have as its aim, according to offi- 
cials, “freedom of the seas,” from Eng- 
land’s blockade of Germany; cessation 
of the exportation of war munitions 
by any means and the influencing of 
congressmen to legislation along the 
lines of resolutions adopted by the 
convention of the Friends of Peace, 
which closed yesterday. 

The ambition of the promoters is to 
enroll 15,000,000 names. The organi- 
zation will take no action, leaders: de- 
clared, with regard to loyalty to the 
United States government in case of 
war with Germany, but leaders assert- 
ed that every member will “act accord- 
ing to his own judgment in such a 
case.” 

Will Not Support Government. 


“There can be no doubt,” said Fran- 
cis L. Dorl, editor of the pro-German 
“Vital Issue,” and one of the leaders 
in the convention just ended, “that in 
case of war with Germany many per- 
sons, acting privately, will refuse ac- 
tively to support this government. Who 
can blame them? Personally, I shall 
oppose any official stand by this or- 
ganization to that effect.” 

John Brisben Walker, who was elect- 
ed permanent chairman of the Friends 
of Peace, declared in favor of the new 
organization, and said he would do all 
in his power to perfect it. 

A committee of twenty-seven mem- 
bers will have charge of the details 
of the national organization.

WITH HESPERIAN 


New Jersey, the Victim. 
Rumored :in Berlin Von 
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Tirpitz Party Designed At-| 


tack on Liner. 


London, September 8.——(3:44 a. m.)— 
The American consul at Queenstown, 
according to The Daily Mail, has re- 
ceived information that a man named 
Wolff, aged 21 and born in New Jer- 
sey, was lost in the sinking of the 
Hesperian. 

A Daily Telegraph 
Rotterdam says: 

“It is freely rumored in Berlin that 
the sinking of the Allan line steamer 
Hesperian was deliberately designed 
by the party of Admiral von Tirpitz, 
the German minister of marine, to 
bring to a climax the differences be- 
tween Von Tirpitz and Dr. Von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg, the imperial ‘chancel- 
lor, over the last note to President 
Wilson concerning the use of subma- 
rine boats against liners.” 

NO SUBMARINE SEEN, 
NO WARNING GIVEN. 

Liverpool, September 8.—(3:28 a. m.) 
“No submarine was seen by any one 
before the ship was struck nor was 
any warning given,” says an official 
Statement issued by the Allan line re- 
garding the steamer Hesperian. The 
impact of the torpedo was so great, 
the statement adds, that the vessel 
stopped dead. 


THEY SWEAR TORPEDO 
STRUCK HESPERIAN. 

Washington, September 7.—  Com- 
manding officers of the sunken liner 
Hesperian in a joint affidavit forward- 
ed to the state department today de- 
clared that from the fragments of steel 
which fell on the deck it was “indubi-. 
tably” shown that the ship was struck 
by a torpedo. 

Commander Main and 
second officers of the Hesperian made 
the affidavit which was cabled by 
American Consul Frost, at Queens- 
town. 

“They asserted that the torpedo 
struck the ship aboéut eiglt feet below 
the water line and that the steel frag- 
ments flew about the deck. 

They also declared that there was a 
strong odor of high explosive and that 
the Hesperian had a 6-inch gun on 
board which had “been painted a serv- 
ice gray and would not have been con- 
Spicuous even at short range, and 
probably would not have been observed 
at all through the periscope of a sub- 
marine.’’ 

Ambassador Page transmitted infor- 
mation from the _ British admiralty 
which disclaimed that the ship had 
been used in,military service since the 
beginning of the war. 

There is a strong possibility that the 
United States may change its attitude 
toward what constitutes arming a mer- 
chant vessel, and in the light of the 
development of submarine warfare, may 
hold that the mounting of small de- 
fense guns only, héretofore considered 
as not arming a ship, may be consid- 
ered armament which will remove the 
vessel from the fton-combatant class. 

State department-officials gave strong 
indications of this today and stated 
that when the United States at the be- 
ginning of the war declared that pas- 
senger ships carrying defense guns of 
small caliber would be permitted to 
enter and leave American ports and 
would not be classed as war vessels. 
submarine warfare had not developed 
to its present stage. 

Officials pointed out that a 4.7-inch 
@un such as is reported to have been 
mounted on the Hesperian is of suffi- 
cient size to sink a submarine. Proof 
of this fact, officials think, might be 
construed as a purpose to challenge 
the German blockaders. 

Officials admitted that a decision on 
this point involving a change in the 
American procedure toward such ships 
would be of far-reaching importance to 
the international situation arising over 
the submarine question. 

The position of the United States is 
to take no steps to question the good 
faith of Germany’s recent assurances 
unless it is shown clearly that the 
sinking of the Hesperian was in viola- 
tion of them. This view was 
Clear by a high official who explained 
that President Wilson and Secretary 
Lansing accepted the assurances of the 
German government at their face value 
and are reluctant to believe that the 
Hesperian was sunk deliberately, with- 
out valid excuse.

AS TO CIVILIZATION. 

Press dispatches Tuesday told of the 
murder at his summer home at North 
Scituate, Rhode Island, of Judge Willis S. 
Knowles, who had been active against vio- 
lators of state laws. Shot by an assassin 
from ambush, his life was taken because 
of his efforts in behalf of law enforcement. 

In the same day’s news we find that 
a band of armed robbers entered the home 
of J. Ogden Armour, in the residence heart 
of Chicago, held his wife and three servants 
at a pistol’s point and ransacked the house 
of $3,500 worth of jewelry. 

And so it goes—the country over! 

Shall we, therefore, say that the people 
of New England and those of Illinois are 
“half-educated” and “half-civilized?” _ 

Accepting the standards which have 
been set for us by detractors of Georgia in 
the north and the east, there would seem 
to be no absence of justification. ; 

But we forbear! We merely call atten- 
tion to these two incidents of a single day 
in the hearts of communities from the 
midst of which the largest and heaviest 
stones have recently been hurled at Geor- 
gia for fear that the visionary astigmatism 
with which they have long been affected 
may continue to blind the stone-throwers to 
their own glass houses. 3 

We realize our own shortcomings; we 
regret and deplore them, but we have 
always refrained from attempting to con- 
ceal or minimize them behind the Phari- 
saical cloak of self-righteousness and ut- 
tered slander of a people who are no better 
and, we say it frankly, possibly no worse, 
than we are. 

But it all goes to show that chickens 
will come home to roost! They may wan- 
der in the woods for a while, but they will, 
inevitably, get back. They come back both 
quickly and often, sometimes after having 
taken on added weight. 

So far as the people of New England 
and Illinois aré concerned, there is no cause 
for grave alarm. They are taking care of 
the situation fairly well. 

It is their misfortune, perhaps, that they 
have in their midst those inclined to mag- 
nify the faults of others while blind to 
their own. 

If sincere in their desire to improve 
civilization, there is no lack of home mate- 
rial upon which they might profitably exer- 
cise their well developed long distance 
talent. 


FULTON’S COMMISSIONERS. 


Fulton county’s commissioners have 
done a good year’s work. Political conten- 
tions and factional fights have been put 
aside and the board-has got down to real 
work and kept there. The members of the 


& board, working in remarkable harmony and

accord, have been steadily on the job; and 
the smooth and even tenor of the progress 
of county affairs must have commended 
itself to the people of the whole county. 
Genuine and substantial progress has 
been made. County roads have been built; 
other county roads have been improved; 
road conditions throughout the county have 
shown steady and satisfactory betterment. 
Particularly noteworthy is the progress 
made in the care of and attention to the 
county convicts. The intefest of the board 
in progress in this direction has attracted 


national attention, and federal authorities | 


are now supervising the establishment here 
of a model convict camp of whose efficiency 
and results the entire country will be ap- 
prised through periodical bulletins issued 


from Washington. 


The board has completed a magnificent 


new courthouse building, probably the finest 
in the south, built and equipped at a cost 
of $1,250,000, without putting the county in 
debt for a single penny. It has tremen- 
dously increased the amount of work given 
directly to the city on streets and sewers; 
it.is planning to join the city in the erection 
of a central university high school which 
will provide Fulton county and Atlanta with 
possibly the finest high school plant in the 
southern states. 

It is a peculiarly interesting and grati- 
fying fact that the county board has done 
all of these things, besides others of minor 
detail, and at the same time succeeded in 
materially reducing the county tax rate. 

There can be no greater tribute to the 
principle of concentrated authority, as rep- 
resented in the county board, than its 
splendid work of the last twelve months. — 


BONDS AND CRITICISM. 


The Constitution publishes today a com- 
munication from Secretary Walter G. Coop- 
er, of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, in 
which he takes the rather remarkable posi- 
tion that “criticism of the city government 
by the newspapers of Atlanta” makes it 
practically impossible to secure the authori- 
zation of a bond issue at the hands of the 
people. Among other things, Mr. Cooper 
writes: 


Several years of severe criticism ‘of 
the city government bv the newspapers 
of Atlanta, led by ‘The Constitution, 
have so shaken the confidence of the 
people in the public officials ad- 
ministering the city’s affairs, that the 
voters are unwilling to put in the hands 
of these officials for disbursement the 
millions of money required to supply 
Atlanta’s needs. ou can hear this on 
every side, and so long as the taxpayers 
are i. this frame of mind; it would be 
tolly to submit a-bond issue to the 
voters. 


Aside from the somewhat unusual posi- 
tion that criticism of the acts of public offi- 
clals precludes the voting of a needed bond 
issue, Mr. Cooper overlooks the very im- 
portant’ difference between criticism of 
conditions and criticism of the acts of indi- 
vidual officials. 

While The Constitution would not hesi- 
tate for a moment to criticise the action of 
individual officials wherever it might be 
justified, it has as a matter of fact indulged 
in no such criticism. The thing The Con- 
stitution has criticised at all the last year 
has been the public school situation. 

This fight, led by The Constitution, was 
directed solely at conditions in the schools. 

It was designed to secure the additional 
facilities absolutely demanded. 

It resulted in securing an appropriation 
of eighty-five thousand dollars, when, six 
months before, it was said that it would be 
impossible to get a dollar. 

Was the school board offended? Was 
anybody’s feelings hurt? On the contrary, 
the board. officially thanked The Constitu- 
tion over the signature of the chairman, 
stating if it had not been for the work The 
Constitution did, it would have been impos- 
sible to have secured these. essential im- 
provements. 

Going baek to the last bond issue of ap- 
proximately the same-amount as that now 
proposed, The Constitution was the first to 
make the call for it, and it made the fight 
direct on the dreadful menace to health in 
the city’s totally inadequate school, sewerage 
and water systems. In its criticism of condi- 
tions then The Constitution was ten times 
more severe than it has been in dealing 
with the school situation now. 

The civic organizations and business 
men of Atlanta got behind the movement 
and the bond issue was put through. In- 
stead of hurting Atlanta, the result of that 
criticism was the establishment of up- 
to-date city sewerage and water systems, fol- 
lowed by a material reduction in the city’s 
death rate. If it had not been done then, 
there is no telling what would have been 
the consequences. 

A considerable portion of that former 
bond issue went to the city’s public schools, 
but even with the relief then afforded we 
find ourselves in the same condition today 
as when that money was needed for remedy. 
And no bond issue was ever made by any 
municipality from the proceeds of which 
the city got more, dollar for dollar, than it 
did from the last issue. 

If it is proper to shut our eyes always to 
municipal conditions and never criticise 
them; if we aré expected always to put the 
O. K. stamp upon everything regardless of 
facts, how can we expect to let the people 
understand the true state of affairs and to 
get the money that is needed to remedy 
them? When conditions are such as to de- 
mand both criticism and remedy, the only 
way to appeal to the people and make them 
understand the necessity for their action is 
to show them up as they are. 

It is not criticism that is the matter with 
this proposed bond issue; -it is rather inac- 
tion. The only organization in Atlanta 
which up to the present time has mani- 
fested any sign of life in this connection 
is the: Federation of Trades. Its members 
have investigated, seen the need of this 
bond issue and given it their indorsement. 

Ievery business and civic organization 
in Atlanta should follow suit. If they will 
get behind this bond issue now, it can be 
made a success. If they do not, if they 
stand back because the truth has been told 
of public school and other municipal con- 
ditions—the truth that saved the schools— 
the election will of course be a farce.

Permit me to say that you have entirely 
overlooked the main obstacle in the way 
of the ratification of any bond issue what- 
ever by the voters of Atlanta. 

Allow me to say also that it is not the 
fault of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
or any of the civic organizations mentioned. 
Committees were appointed several times this 
year, but they went up against the same 
stone wall that you are now confronting. 

If you are disposed to go to the bottom 
of this matter, I will point out the real ob- 
stacle. I do so, not tn a spirit of criticism 
for anyone, but simply to show what is the 
difficulty that will have to be overcome be- 
fore you can get a bond issue of any size 
ratified by the taxpayers. Briefly it is this: 

Several years of severe criticism of the 
city government by the newspapers 
lanta, led by The Constitution, have so shaken 
the confidence of the people in-the public of- 
ficials administering the city’s affairs thac 
the voters are unwilling to put in the hands 
of these offidials for disbursement the mil- 
lions of money required to supply Atlanta’s 
needs. You can hear this on every side, and 
so long as the taxpayers are in this frame 
of mind it would be folly to submit a bond 
issue to the voters. 

I shall not discuss any of the criticisms 
of these officials by the newspapers, except 
to show their effect. It is impossible to 
steadily criticise, condemn, cartoon and lam- 
poon a public body or public officers for two 
or three years at a time without shaking 
the confidence of the public in thoee officials, 
and when this happens you handicap them 
and minimize their efficiency. 

It is the right and duty of the press to 
criticise the acts of officials charged with 
the administration of public business, and it 
would be a dangerous thing to stop or at- 
tempt to stop such criticisms, but like other 
useful and salutary things, criticism can be 
carried to an extreme that is dangerous to 
the best interests of the community. 

This severe criticism of the city govern- 
ment began about the time when commis- 
sion government became a burning issue, and 
much of it grew out of the partisan spirit 
that sprang up during thut contest. When 
the fiewht over commission government died 
out, the public criticism of officials also 
abated its force, and since then the papers 
have shown more consideration for the city 
officials. 

Where the newspapers left off, the Men 
and Religion bulletins began, and so the city 
officials, in one way or another, hove been 
under fire for four or five years, almost 
without cessation. Inder these § cirettm- 
stances, what else could you expect brut 
the present state of mind among the voters” 

If we are going to recover from this un« 
fortunate condition we have got to look the 
facts in the face and mect them ina rational 
way. 

If the newspapers were correct in all they 
said about the city government and the "Mer 
and Religion committee were right in all 
they said, it would be a mistake to put two 
or three millions into the hands of the city 
administration to spend. If the papers and 
the bulletins were not right, or only partly 
right, then we need a revision of publie opin- 
ion about the city government. 

You and I might, and vrobobly 
have done some things differently had we 
contrelled the city zovernment, but we can- 
not forget that we co not know it all, and it 
is possible that the men who were closest to 
the public business and had the responsibili- 
ty on them were, after all, right, at least 
some of the time.

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BIG SWEEP OF DIXIE HIGHWAY 


AT WORK ALL ALONG ROUTE 


(By V. D. L. Robinson, Assistant Secretary 
The Dixie Highway Association.) 

Just-three months ago, 5,000 citizens rep- 
resenting eight or more states were in Chat- 
tanooga clamoring for the routing of the 
Dixie highway from Chicago to Miami. Three 
months ago, the fourteen directors appointed 
by the governors of the states of Illinois, 
Indiana, Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee, Georgia 
and Florida, dropped the flag announcing 
They're off,” and the successful contestants 
for the routing of the highway hurried back 
home to’ begin the race to be the first to 
have their section of the highway completed 
for dedication by the board of directors. A 
little over two months ago, the céntral office 
of the Dixie highway association was opened 
in Chattanooga, and the work of organizing 
and systematizing the enthusiasm and ac- 
tivity in behalf of the Dixie highway was 
begun under the direction of President M. M. 
Allison and tHe. members of the executive 
committee. From the reports in the first 
quarter lap in the race, the entrants are 
maintaining a speed which promises to break 


all previous records in the United States in’ 


road building. 
In Touch With 134 Counties. 

In order that efficient work might be 
done by the office of the Dixie Highway as- 
sociation, the biggest task which the Chat- 
tanooga office has before it‘is to keep in 
close touch with 134 counties along the high- 
way. Information must be secured, com- 
piled and brought up to date. The associ- 
ation must have an ‘organization in each 
county to work in close sympathy with the 
central office. Pending the organization of 
county councils, which is progressing in a 
very satisfactory manner, the association has 
been fortunate in finding local organizations 
already in existence or public-spirited citi- 
zens who stand ready to lend any aid possi- 
ble to the work. In two months, through 
the active work of W. S. Gilbreath, the field 
secretary, and T. E. Grafton, chief engineer, 
28 of the 134 counties have been organized 
with livé, aggressive county units. Prac- 
tically every day a new council is added to 
the list. in every county centered on for 
the next organization the citizens have heart- 
ily entered into the work and:the stronge:t 
rivalry exists between the various counties 
for the honor of having the largest council. 

In.a survey of the progress made on the 
highway in the 134 counties during the first 
three mionths, it is practically impossible to 
put your finger on any county on the map 
where work is not either going on' or for 
which the necessary financing preparations 
have not been made to start work within the 
next sixty days. 

In Michigan, where they are showing as 
much interest in the Dixie highway as in any 
other state in the union, counties are making 
appropriations, working on their roads or 
preparing to vote bond issues. In Emmet 
county, of which Petoskey is the county seat, 
the supervisors are planning a 3-mill assess- 
ment which wfll net them $50,000, enabling 
them to complete the Dixie highway from 
county line to county line. Other counties 
in the etate are doing likewise. In Illinois 
the various counties, between Chicago and 
Vermillion, of which Danville is the county 
seat and where the highway strikes the In- 
diana line, the counties are making their plans 
for a paved roadway over the entire stretch 
of the highway in their state. Staid old 
Chicago has caught the fever and is prepar- 
ing to start at once on the improvement, with 
asphalt macadam, the mileage in the city 
limit. Cook county will take care of the re- 
mainder of the county line. Iroquois coun- 
ty has already voted its share of state aid 
funds for years to come for the building 
of the Dixie highway. They are preparing 
also to vote a $1,500,000 bond issue, following 
the example of Vermillion county, which will 
give them either a brick or concrete road for 
the entire distance. Vermillion county has 
practically all of its section of the highway 
brick and are preparing to complete the re- 


' mainder, 


The Campaign in Indiana. 
In Indiana, activity is noticeable in every 
county. Colonel Thomas Taggart, of French 
Lick, who is known the breadth of the United 


| States, is now engaged in a campaign in his 


State, accompanied by W. S. Gilbreath, field 
secretary of the Dixie Highway association, 
whose object is to thoroughly arouse every 
county along the highway so that there will 
be a single mile of unimproved hard-sur- 
faced roadway in his state. Colonel Tag- 
gart has made the Dixie highway a matter 
of personal pride in addition to his desire to 
bring about better roads in his state. He 
has announced that he “will stay on the job” 
until the Dixie highway is built in Indiana. 
Mr. Taggart has the reputation of usually ac- 
complishing any task to which he assigns 
himself. 

In Ohio, the interest in the Dixie high- 
way is second to no other state through which 
the Dixie highway passes. Every county 
is alive and at work bringing up its section 
to a point where it will be a model for the 
other states. They have set as their goal, 
a paved roadway from Cincinnati to Toledo. 
A part of this mileage is already of brick. 
The Lake-Loop Dixie Highway association, 
an organization of the counties in Ohio, is 
actively behind the movement. They are 
continually holding meetings in the various 
counties, organizing county councils and tak- 
ing other steps to keep up the interest, which 
will result in the road being built. Such 
men as the Hon. H. M. Waite, city manager 
of Dayton, and the Hon. Ralph D. Code, of 
Findlay, Ohio, ex-congressman, and Harry 
Leyman, of Cincinnati, are devoting much of 
their time to the work in addition to paying 
traveling expenses out of their own pockets 
to hold Dixie highway meetings. 

In commenting on the work being done in 


Kentucky, the Hon. Robert’ Terrell, state 
highway commissioner for Kentucky, stated 
at a recent mecting in New Albany, Ind., 
that the western division of the Dixie high- 
wey through Kentucky from Louisville to 
Nashville is now under construction through- 
out the entire way, and that the roads are 


being surfaced with rock asphalt, which will | 


make them as good as any city street. On 
the eastern division, Kenton county, of which 
Covington is the metropolis, has let a con- 
tract to complete its section. A good road 
is already provided from the Kenton county 
line to Richmond, in Madison county. The 
citizens of Fayette county, of which Lex- 
ington is the county seat, are preparing to 
vote $350,000 to improve their roads, and also 
do their part in meeting the cost of the 
eonstruction of a high bridge over the Ken- 
tucky river, between Fayette and Madison 
counties. From Richmond, in Madison coun- 
ty, to Middlesboro, in Bell county, every 
county with an aggregate backing of $1,000, - 
000 in bond issues for the Dixie highway, is 
at work building their road. 
Work in Tennessce. 


In Tennessee, on the eastern division, Clal- 
borne county, with $365,000 in hand, is hard 
at work on its link to ai ch The other 
counties between Claiborne and Knox, no 
matter which way the highway is flinally 
routed by the Tennessee directors, have the 
money and are at work building their sec- 
tions in the hope of landing the prize of be- 
ing designated a part of the Dixie highway. 

Between Knoxville and Chattanooga, 
Rhea county, with the money in hand as a 
result of its $250,000 bond issue, 1s now at 
work on the bad nine-mile stretch in that 
county. With this completed, together with 
the work being done on a new connection In 
Knox county, the Dixie highway will be in 
excellent shape between KnoxviJle and Chat- 
tanooga. Hamilton county igfpreparing to 
improve its section of the road. 

On the western division, Robertson coun- 
ty is now engaged in improving its road, 
which is already in very good condition. Da- 
vidson county has an excellent pike road 
through the county, Rutherford county has 
only to free its pike, which it has promised 
to do. The same condition applies to Bed- 
ford county. The citizens of Shelbyville 
and Tullahoma have guaranteed to take care 
of the mile of road in Moore county. Tulla- 
homa is building its stretch of the road in 
Coffee county with the machinery and funds 
provided by their citizens, in addition to 
grading three miles not otherwise provided 
for in Franklin county, which will be sur- 
faced by private subscriptions by the citizens 
of Winchester. Franklin county, by a pro- 
vision of the last legislature, will issue 
$100,000 in warrants to build up its road 
through Winchester from a point with three 
miles of Coffee county line up the mountain 
to Sewanee. Marion county, with the pro- 
ceeds of its bond issue of $100,000, augment- 
ed by private subscriptions and other aid, 
has agreed to build the road from Monteagle 
across Battle creek through Whitwell to the 
Hamilton county line. Hamilton county 
commissioners promised the Dixie highway 
commissioners to meet Marion county at any 
point agreed upon by them. 

Georgia and Florida at Work. 

In Georgia every county is at work on 
both divisions of the Dixie highway between 
Chattanooga and Atlanta, as stated in the 
report of T. E. Grafton, chief engineer. The 
counties south of Atlanta, where the sections 
of the highway are yet to be brought up to 
a standard of being classed as all-year-round 
roadsg are rapidly getting in line. 

In Florida the interest and enthusiasm 
is continually on the increase. The Dixie 
highway movement has caused a state-wide 
campaign of good roads, which will result 
in a network of improved roads in that 
state. The counties between Tallahassee 
and Jacksonville as soon as Jefferson and 
Leon counties agree on the meeting point, 
are ready to go to work. From Jacksonville 
to Miami every. county is at worls with a 
greater part of the highway a paved road. It

In the three months, the Dixie highway 
movement has done more than merely secure 
the improvement of their own official route. 
Rival routes have sprung up and are show- 
ing as much activity as the Dixie highway 
movement. The short line between Chat- 
tanooga and Louisville and Cincinnati will be 
completed. The “bee line’ from Danville, 
Ill., to Springfield, Tenn., through Evansville, 
and Terre Haute, connecting two points on 
the Dixie highway, has assumed such pro- 
portions that a good road between the points 
mentioned is absolutely assured. 

The Jackson way, as presént 
from Louisville to Nashville, 
rival road to the Dixie highway 
and Glasgow, and from Nashville 
Birmingham and New Orleans, is an oftf- 
spring of the Dixie highway. The Forrest 
highway, a branch of the Dixie highway from 
Rome, &a., to Birmingham; the Sheridan

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BOLL WEREVIEL REACHES 
GRORGIA, SAYS WORSHAM 
Within the last week that 
arrived in Georgia—two 
was anticipated—finds 
the state in bad shape to fight the pest, which 
has already done considerable damage to the 
cotton crop in southwest Georgia. 

Four counties are already heavily infest- 
ed in southwest and the prospects 
are that the pest will spread to eight or ten 
counties in the near future, although efforts 
to check it are already under .way. 

The discovery of the weevil in Decatur, 
Thomas, Grady and Brooks counties was 
made by [. Lee Worsham, Georgia entomol- 
ogist, who returned to Atlanta yesterday; 
Dr. W. A. Pierce, of the United States bureau 
of entomologists, and George D. Smith, spe- 
cial agent from the United States department 
of agriculture, stationed at Thomasville. 

Mr. Worsham states that in the four coun- 
ties named the weevils are very thick, and 
the “top crop” of cotton will be practically 
no crop at all. 

Farmers in this section are urged to har- 
vest their cotton immediately in order to 
Save as much as possible of it, and to burn 
the cotton stalks to destroy the weevil. This 
section au large amount of Spanish moss, 
Which forms an ideal winter home for the 
weevil, which it seeks with the coming of 
the first frost, and once in this moss it will 
be practically an impossibility to get at the 
pest, 

the farmers are alarmed, and, Entomolo- 
gist Worsham says, justly so. 

The peril of the weevil in Georgia ig con- 
sidered all the more distressing because of 
the fact that its sudden invasion into Geor- 
gia is not two years ahead of the time 
it was expected, at the estimated rate of 
25 miles a year, which is usual, but because 
of the fact that the pest has set an entirely 
new record for speed, having traveled 90 mileg 
from August 23 to September 6, 

The previous record was 100 
entire season, which occurred immediately 
after the Galveston flood of 1900. 

lurthermore, this record, Entomologist 
Worsham claims, establishes what was sus- 
pected at the time of the tremendous advance 
of 1900, which is that the travel of the weee 
vil is accelerated by high velocity winds. 
Beginning April 23, high velocity winds have 
been extraordinarily frequent in the newly 
invaded territory.

‘Charges Against Principal of 
School for Deaf Found 
Without Foundation.

Rome, Ga., September 7.—(Special.)— 
After a lengthy hearing at Cave 
Springs today, the legislative board of 
Visitors appointed by Governor Harris 
exonerated Wesley 0. Connor, principal 
of the Georgia School for the Veat, 
from charges of drunkenness, undue 
familiarity with pupils and incompe- 
tence. 

These charges were voiced by Repre- 

sentative Ayer of Bibb, a member of the 
committee, on the floor of the house 
and led to the investigation. 
The committee adopted a resolution 
to the effect that they found “affairs 
at the school to be conducted in an ef- 
ificient and business-like manner and 
after hearing all available evidence, 
ithe board of visitors are of the opinion 
‘that the charges against Professor W. 
O. Connor are withoug foundation.” 

The board requested the trustees to 
‘investigate the oral system of instruc- 
‘tion for the deaf, and report to the 
_governor. The board did not take up 
'the question of the propaqsed removal 0 
‘the school and the substitution of a 
normal school in its stead, but deferred 
that matter for a hearing to be had 
during the forthcoming session of the 
‘legislature. Only four affidavits in 
support of the eharene were read, and 
| these were indefinite. 
| The affidavits were refuted by testi- 
|}mony under oath from parents of pu- 
|pils, teachers, former employees and 
business associates of Mr. Connor, who 
in unmeasured terms expressed their 
esteem and confidence. 

Fifty citizens of Rome went over to 
testify and one hundred affidavits were 
unread when members of the commit- 
tee announced that they were satis- 
fied and did not desire to hear further 
evidence.

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JOHNSTON CROWNED 
TENNIS CHAMPION 


Young Californian Defeats 
Maurice McLoughlin in Fi- 
nals, Outplaying Famous 
Internationalist Handily. 


Worest Hills, N. Y., September 7.—A 
new national tennis champion was 
crowned here today when William M. 
Johnston, of San Francisco, defeated 
Maurice E. McLoughlin, also of the 
Golden Gate city, in a four set match 
for the singles title. , 

The youthful Californian dashed the 
hopes of the famous internationilist by 
winning at 1-6, 6-0, 7-5, 10-8, and thus 
preventing, for another year at least, 
the former champion’s hope of clinch- 
ing permanent possession of the huge 
silver all-comers’ bowl. 

With two legs already won, Mc- 
Loughlin made a sensational battle to 
take it back to San Francisco for all 
time, but he could not compete with 
his younger opponent. 

The four-set match ran the gamut 
from a mediocre play to the tennis of 
the master. Both players had flashes 
of brilliant or poor play, but at all 
times the pace and strain was terrific, 
and in the long run Johnston’s youth 
served him better than McLoughlin’s 
greater experience. 

Thousands of spectators seated in 
towering stands at both ends of the 
court called outs and nets before the 
umpire and linesmen could give their 
decisions, and did not hesitate to voice 
their disagreement with the official 
awards. When the winning stroke had 
been made and Johnston had leaped the 
net in the wake of his flying ball and 
thrown his arm around McLoughlin’s 
meck the stands quivered and sagged 
under the impact of pounding feet and 
applauding hands. The players were 
lifted on the shoulders of their admir-

The famous conqueror of Brookes 
and Wilding appeared to realize that 
the crucial moment in his remarkable 
court career had arrived with the open- 
ing of the third set. With care and 
skill he served and stroked the balls 
at Johnston, only to have them come 
back at lightning speed or with de- 
civise spin and length. 

The rallies were long and terrific, 
but in the long run it was Johnston 
who won the deciding points and Mc- 
Loughlin was tired and doubtful when 
he wens to the clubhouse for the seven- 
minute rest following the third set. 

When the players took the court 
again McLoughlin was slow; but he 
was game to the finish and brought 
the last iota of experience and rac- 
quet technique to his aid. How well
